Van Auken won all right, and he is 
deserving of all the credit that may 
be given him, but no report or esti- 
mate of the contest could fairly be set 
down that did not bestow an almost 
equal amount of credit on Grugan. For 
if ever a defeated contestant in a tennis 
match deserved almost — but not quite — 
as much credit as the victor, it cer- 
tainly was Grugan in Inst Saturday's 
mateh. 

To say that Van Auken played Gru- 
gan to a standstill would not be cor- 
rect, and neither would it be correct 
to declare that Grugan played Van 
Auken to n standstill. What really hap- 
pened was that each contestant vir-

and you'll find that they total 2!)5. and 
you'll find further e\i lence if the close- 
ness of the match, for you will dis- 
cover that Van Auken, the winner, 
scored a total of 147 points in the 23 
games that he won, while Grugan, who 
was defeated, in the 23 games that lie 
won actually scored one more point 
than the winner, or a total of 148. 

In aces they were almost equal, al- 
though here the defeated player had a 
slight advantage. Van Auken being 
credited with 2, and Grugan with .'!. 
In placements they were exactly eipial, 
onch player getting exactly 2o. 

It was the ** negative side" of the 
contest, as the analysis shows, that 
'Mold the tale.' 1 Grugan made a total 
of 66 nets or 7 more than Van Auken; 
4l\ outs or 7 more than A'an Auken, and 
It* double faults or 2 more than Van 
Auken. 

Kadi player had speed and pep 
n-plonlv. and each exhibited remark- 
able j mwers of endurance; and each 
showed amazing skill in placing his 
shots. But mathematical figures don't 
lie — especially when tabulated on a 
Burroughs adding machine — and the 
figures in the analysis of this match 
prove conclusively that in this all-im- 
portant matter of skill in placing shots, 
it was Van Auken who excelled, lie 
drove fewer shots into the net and 
fewer outside the lines, and in serving 
double-faulted fewer times than his 
opponent. ]n a word, and in plain, 
e very-day tennis English, Van Auken 
proved himself to be just a little bit

VACANCY— HE IS EXPERIENCED 
AND COMES WELL RECOM- 
MENDED. 



It is with great satisfaction that 
Our Town records the appointment of 
Frank Nevins as Borough Policeman. 
Mr. Xevins was engaged by Borough 
Council, aad last Wednesday night ap- 
peared at the Committee meeting of 
Council and was sworn in. In the ab- 
sence of Burgess Downes, the oath was 
administered bv President of Council 
Hall. 

Oflieer Xevins conies to Xarberth on 
the recommendation of (.'apt a in James 
ponaghy, of the Lower Morion Township 
police force, and Lieutenant of Detect- 
ives James Scaaliu, of. the Philadelphia 
police force. He was formerly a member 
of the Philadelphia, force and more re- 
cently lias been acting as house de- 
tect ivo at several of the leading Phila- 
delphia Hotels. O Hirer Xevins is a 
noted athlete and has appeared at the 
Police Carnivals. 

Jn announcing his engagement as 
Borough Policeman, Council has issued 
a formal statement which appears else- 
where in this issue of Our Town. Dis- 
cussing the appointment with the ed- 
itor of Our Town, \V. K. I). Hall, Presi- 
dent of Council, said: "Xarberth is to 
be congratulated on having secured the 
services of such an oflieer as Mr. 
Xevins. Borough Council has realized

No name was given to the Valley 
Forge district last month when the 
Forest Commission renamed many of 
the State forests, for the reason 'that 
it was uncertain when the Stale would 
own land in that vicinitv.

Nearly five thousand school chil- 
dren have already enrolled in the mod- 
ern health crusade movement, which is 
an important phase of the undertak- 
ings of this society. 

Next Monday a conference will be 
held at the City Club, Philadelphia, un- 
'er the direction of the State oflicerr 
for the purpose of outlining important 
plans. Representatives from the various 
districts have been urged to attend 
this session. 

Last year a new record was estab- 
lished in the sale of Christinas Seals 
and Health Bonds through the efforts 
of a committee that had headquarters 
at the offices of the Associated Chari- 
ti os and great credit is due to Miss 
Alma Fitzpatriek, Secretary of the 
Associated Charities, and others identi- 
fied with this organization for the ex- 
cellent manner in which they handled 
the sale of Christmas Seals and Health 
Bonds throughout the county in previ- 
ous years and for the line foundation 
laid, upon which the society will now 
build up a still stronger body to raise 
funds for the purpose of combating the 
white plague and rendering other prac- 
tical service. A central headquarters 
will be established in Norristown in 
the near future to conduct the under- 
taking this year.
